Tke Graving Dock Sliam- 



When, on the 4th of February Inst, the 
Premier, with great flourish of trum- 
pets, unfolded his magnificent graving 
clock scheme to an admiring majority, 
we did not hesitate to characterize it as 
an ^nisfdtum, a mere political sedative 
by moans of which it was hoped to tide 
over a present difficulty .it the expunse 
of future need. It will be recollected that 
theschemo embodied a three-fold propo- 
sition: 1st. a material incronso of guaran- 
tee; 2nd. tho Dominion Government to 
construct the Dock as a Federal work; 
3rd. the Dominion Government t o give 
the Provincial Goverment a lumpsum >>f 
money sufficient to enablo the latter to 
undertake the construction of the dock. 
It was admitted on all hands that any one 
of the three propositions, [f acceded to 
by the Federal Government, would be 
favorablo to the Province and would con- 
stitute a happy solution of a difficulty with 
which the outgoing administration bad 
asserted its readiness to grapple; but it 
was contonded by several members that 
plausibility was really all the scheme bad 
*:> recommend it , — that it was morally cer- 
tain the Federal Government would de- 
cline to entertain any one of the proposi- 
tions, and that the only practical result of 
adopting the scheme would be twelve 
months' grace to a puerile administration 
and twelve months lost to the country. 
Several members pointed out the reasons 
for entertaining that view and strongly 
deprecated the delay which was the only 
possible result of the scheme. In the 
coursooftho debate, the Premier was 
pressed for the information as to whether 
ho had any intimation that the Bclieme 
would be entertained by the Federal Gov- 
ernment; and, although he evaded a direct 
and explicit answer, he gavo the House 
to understand that he had the very best 
reasons for saying that one or other of the 
threo propositions would bo acceded to at 
Ottawa. Still it was urged by members who 
felt quite conscious that the whole thing 
was really no better than a plausible sham, 
that the House should be quite certain of 
of its ground before committing itself to 
a scheme the miscarriage of which involved 
consequences so very serious to the count- 
ry; and it was even suggested that it 
would be wise to ascertain the Federal 
mind by means of the telegraph, before 
irrevocably adopting the scheme. But all 
tbsso objections and suggestions were 
sneered at, and tho Premier, confident in 
his majority pressed for a division. Well, 
said in effect, the senior member for Es- 
quimau, if the House mitst be committed 
to such a sham barque, let us at least | 
throw a life-preserver on board. I there- 
fore move, Mr. Speaker, that a rider be 
tacked on to the scheme to the effect that, 
should none of the propositions be accept- 
ed, the consent of the Dominon Govern- 
ment be sought tohavo the present guar- 
antee made available for such a class of 
dock as it would be competent to secure. 
This most reasonable and businesslike re- 
quest was, however, negatived by the fol- 
lowing vote: Yeas— Robertson, Mc- 
Creight, Bunster, Mara, Humphreys, Co- 
ffin, Sinithe, Robson. Nays — DeCosmos, 
Walkem, Ash, Armstrong, Beaven, Todd, 
Semlin, Robinson, Hughes, Barnston, 
Duck, Booth, Holbrook. Thereupon the 
senior member for Esquimalt made the 
request that the Government should take 
the earliest possible opportunity of mak- 
ing public the result of negotiations, in 
order that, in the event of failure, imme- 
diate stops might be taken with a view to 
devising some practicable scheme. .Mr. 
DeCosmos promised that the result of the 
negotiations would bo made public at the 
earliest possible day. Here endeth a his- 
torical statement of facts which it lias 
been considered advisable to make, in 
order that the public may bo tho better 
ablo to understand the whole question. 
A word about its present position: There 
does not Boom to have been any real, earn- 
est effort made at Ottawa with a view to 
pressing acceptance of any one of the 
three propositions upon the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Be that as it may. there need 
bo no hesitation in concluding that, if 
any effort was really made, it did not 
eventuate in success; and hence the 
greater necessity for haste in making pub- 
lic tho result. But although months have 
elapsed since the fate of the scheme must 
have been known, and although weeks 
Lave elapsed since the author of it has re- 
turned to renew his "scheming amongst a 
too oasily duped people, still nothing has 
been done towards fulfilling his promise. 
Do the people realizo tho importance of 
this question— its hearing upon the mari- 
time interests of tho count ry, as well as 
upon other questions, such as railway 
routes and terminus ? If they did ade- 
quately roalize the great importance and 
urgent nature of this dock question, it ap- 
pears to us that they would scarcely bo 
.content to let week after week and month 
after month slip by without taking any 
jitep« for tho purpose of ascertaining the 
reic.'.lt of negotiations and deciding upon 
«oine practical action* Should tho people 
be content f/ listlessly drift down the 
curr.«Jit . of tjdrw it/11 next meeting of the 
Legislature, it wjty, in all probability, 
only be to be fooled yet another year by 
another ahaia dock sehouui, devised for 
the purposo by th» sham pf fi sham 
Ministry. 



Ministerial Trrunipli 

Tho re-election of tho Hon. T. N. Oibbs, 
Minister of Inland Revenue, by a larger 
majority than ever, is a triumph for the 
Ministry over the (bit factioniBts. That 
this election was a test, and a sovero test, 
cannot be doubted. The Grits are very 
far from weak in South Ontario; and that 
they nut forth their utmost •strength is 
beyond question, for to have defeated Mr. 
Gibbs would, indeed, have been a result 
worth striving for. Thus wo found Mr. 
Alex. Mackenzie, loader of the Opposi- 
tion, Mr. E. B. Wood and other notable 
Grits, backed with column after column 
of tho "Thunderer's" Culminations, can- 
vassing the constituency with an earnest- 
ness worthy of a better cause. But it was 
all of no avail. The intelligent electors 
of South Ontario have long since learned 
to know in whoso hands their interests 
v> ould be safest, and, like sensible men, 
they have made a wiso choice. There can 
bo no doubt whatever that Mr. Gibbs will 
prove a valuable acquisition to the Cabi- 
net, and his presence there ought to bo a 
tolerably good guarantee that tho Pro- 
vince ho represents will bo fairly dealt 
with. We congratulate the Government 
and South Ontario upon this result.

British. Columbian Produce 

The following circular, addressed to 
the Provincial Secretary of British Co- 
lumbia, is valuable 1 as showing the quality 
of the cereal produceof the Province: 

London, Eng., 9th June, 1873. 
Sir,—] have received from you a case of 
cereals ami pease, in small packages, 
certified under the hand of tho Hon. 
Charles Good to contain ordinary samples 
of British Columbian held produce. They 
have been submitted for valuation to a 
highly respetablc firm of corn agents, in 
Mark Lane, and I now enclose a copy of 
their report., which is generally to the 
following effect : 

The Wheat, ii hero now, would sell at 
62s to 73 for 406 lb 8 ex- granary, being Is 
to :2a above tho value of Califoruian of 
average quality. 

The Oats are also very fino, and if 
hero now, would fetch 30s for iiiU'itlis ex- 
ship. They compare favourably with the 
best Scotch, which command the highest 
price in this market. 

The Barley is of lino quality, and if it 
had arrived here in time for the malting 
season, (say not later than March) would 
have sold ac4Cto 51) for -l-hSlt.s ex-ship. 
It is equal to tho best English, and is 
worth about 10s per quarter more than 
the Pastern Canada barley for feeding, 
which is the only , Canadian barley im- 
| ported. 

The Peas, (which nro "black eye") if in 
hard condition, would sell at 1(5 to 48s 
for 501 tb 8 ex-granary. They arc equal to 
tho best that come to this markot and are 
about 10s a quarter bettor than tho aver- 
age imported from Eastern Canada. 

These valuations are given on the basis 
of this year's prices of grain, which are 
higher than J tho average of most years. 
They are given also on the supposition 
that the articles arrive here in good con- 
dition, whicti, in the case of all descrip- 
tions of grain, is very important. 

The Hops are very good and are worth 
fully 5d per pound more than tho best 
East Canada hops.

Governmental Neglect — A 
Catastrophe Impending. 

Boston Bar, July 10th, 1873. 
Editor British Colonist. — About a 
year ago a paragraph appeared in one of 
the papers commending tho activity of 
tho Govornmont and its oflieers in main- 
taining in good repair tho Yale- 
Lytton Waggon-Road. This commenda- 
tion, it is to be feared, has had the effect 
of soothing tho Govornmont into some- 
thing like indifference as to tho conveni- 
ence and ;safoty of shippers, and of the 
travlling public, Our object, to-day, is 
to arouse those whom it may concern 
from thair slumber, and to utter aloud 
note of warning. Wo ask the Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands & Works to visit tho 
road running over Jackass Mountain, and 
with his own oyes to see — if lie has not 
lost the power of seeing— its present 
dangerous condition,— a condition which 
portends a catastrophe quo of these tine 
days, which will startle tho oountry. We 
are at a loss to imagine why this portion 
of tho road should have beon left in in 
present insecure state so long. The 
general public ought to know that the 
cribbing in many places has beon thrown 
into tho river by slides, and in others is 
rapidly rotting and ainking outwards, the 
angle becoming extremely dangerous for 
loaded teams and light vehicles, render- 
ing it difficult to pass without hugging 
tho bank closely and moving along at a 
slow pace. Bad as the road n now it will 
be much worse in the winter, and unless 
decided measures aro taken speedily, >ve 
fully expect that traffic will bo completely 
stopped. Wlien we say that this road 
lies at an altitude of 1200 feet perpen- 
dicularly over the river, the remissness of 
Government is at q'qao evident in not 
making adequate provision for tdjQ safety 
of fife and prouprty . ifUNjns.
